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MINUTES 

MASSACHUSETTS  AFL-CIO  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 

THURSDAY,  MARCH  16,  1989 

BOSTON  PARK  PLAZA  -  BALLROOM 

PRESENT; 

President  Osborn,  Executive  Vice  Presidents  Lydon,  Faherty  and 
Farmer;  Vice  Presidents  Burke,  Butler,  Cardinal,  Chirillo, 
Collins,  Dart,  Dimitropolis,  Donegan,  Ferris,  Irvin,  Joyce,  Kerr, 
Leahy,  Mahar,  McDevitt,  Mills,  Ollivierre,  Romano,  Simmons,  Walsh 
and  Williams.

The  Executive  Council  meeting  was  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice 
President  Cardinal. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  February  16  Council  Meeting.  So 
voted. 

President  Osborn  announced  that  former  V.P.  Tom  Scanlan  and  V.P. 
Ken  Mangan  were  in  attendance  at  this  meeting  and  reported 
Brother  Scanlan  would  address  the  meeting  on  the  Union  Label 
Program.  He  also  announced  Frank  Lyons,  of  U-Mass.  would  address 
the  meeting  regarding  the  summer  school  which  is  being  planned 
for  August. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  Council  Meeting  of  legislation 
regarding  drug  testing  that  would  be  coming  up  for  hearing  at  the 
State  House  and  recommended  that  the  Council  should  hold  an 
Executive  Council  Meeting  prior  to  this  legislation  being  heard. 
He  suggested  the  April  Council  meeting  be  changed  from  Thursday, 
April  20th  to  Tuesday,  April  11,  1989  so  that  appropriate  motions 
and  guidance  may  be  solicited  from  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the 
drug  testing  legislation.  He  reported  the  issue  of  drug  testing 
has  been  sent  to  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Substance  Abuse  Committee  for 
their  recommendation  and  that  he  and  Legislative  Director  Foley 
have  attended  several  committee  meetings  and  at  the  last  meeting 
Representative  Marilyn  Travinski  attended  and  spoke  on  her 
legislation  relative  to  this  issue.  He  noted  that  this  committee 
is  very  active,  meetings  are  well  attended  and  the  Committee  is 
getting  ready  to  make  recommendations  on  the  drug  testing 
legislation. 

MMS  to  change  the  April  Council  meeting  to  Tuesday,  April  11.  So 
voted. 

The  President  notified  the  members  that  special  notice  of  this 
change  would  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Council  members. 

PRESIDENTS  REPORT; 


President  Osborn  reported  on  attending  the  National  AFL-CIO 
Meeting  held  in  Bal  Harbour,  Florida  and  advised  the  AFL-CIO  is 
very  alive  and  well  and  that  the  National  although  being  sad 
about  the  Presidential  election  outcome  was  impressed  by  the 
amount  of  union  member  voter  turnout.  He  spoke  on  the  National 
AFL-CIO  being  pleased  and  impressed  with  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 's 
efforts  in  the  Vote  No  on  Question  #2  campaign  and  that  they  were 
publicizing  the  victory  throughout  the  Country.  He  also  noted 
that  during  the  meeting  in  Florida,  he  was  requested  to  make  a 
report  and  presentation  on  the  Vote  No  campaign. 

The  President  reported  the  National  AFL-CIO  has  targeted  a 
meeting  with  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  in  June,  possibly  around 
June  2  0  and  that  the  Council  Vice  Presidents,  Executive  Officers 
and  Central  Labor  Councils  would  be  participating  in  this  event. 
He  urged  full  participation  by  the  Council  Members  and  advised 
that  either  President  Kirkland  or  Secretary-Treasurer  Donahue 
would  be  in  attendance. 

He  spoke  on  attending  several  meetings  relative  to  the  state 
budget  and  of  the  chaos  in  the  legislature  over  the  budget  and  of 
the  chants  of  no  new  taxes  at  the  State  House;  he  noted  the 
present  atmosphere  during  the  budget  debates  was  similar  to 
those  experienced  during  prorogation  in  that  everyone  is  being 
pitted  against  each  other. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  a  meeting  held  with  Boston  Mayor 
Raymond  Flynn,  at  the  Parkman  House,  which  was  well  attended  by 
many  of  the  Greater  Boston  area  Vice  Presidents  and  that  the 
purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  raise  the  visibility  level  of  the 
present  budget  problems.  He  advised  sending  a  letter  to 
Representative  Voke  of  Ways  and  Means  going  along  with  the 
lottery  being  held  on  Sunday  as  a  means  to  increase  local  aid. 

The  President  reported  attending  a  fundraiser/dance  for  the 
Waltham  Quality  of  Life  Committee;  he  explained  this  committee 
has  been  kept  together  after  the  Vote  NO  campaign  and  that  this 
Waltham  group  has  taken  out  a  charter  as  an  organization  to 
assist  in  charity  work  and  of  the  possibility  of  this  group  in 
the  future  working  with  the  State  Fed.  He  noted  there  were  over 
200  people  at  the  fundraiser  and  that  through  their  high 
visibility  in  the  Waltham  area  people  are  realizing  unions  are 
good  for  the  community  and  that  they  were  also  presently  involved 
in  adopting  a  shelter,  developing  handicapped  issues  and  building 
ramps  for  the  handicapped. 

Attended  a  press  conference  on  the  proposed  John  F.  Kennedy 
Memorial  statue  and  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  they  will  be 
asked  to  participate  in  the  future  in  this  endeavor. 

-       Participated  in  a  film  clip  to  be  used  for  the  Labor 
Heritage  Museum  and  noted  David  Cunningham  of  the  Lowell  Central 
Labor  Council  has  been  working  on  the  establishment  of  such  a 
museum  for  quite  some  time. 


Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Worker's  Compensation  Advisory 
Committee  and  reported  they  were  plugging  away  at  the  backlog  of 
cases  and  the  backlog  was  slowly  disappearing  and  that  they  were 
trying  to  get  more  freedom  to  run  this  organization  away  from  the 
legislature's  control. 

Met  with  the  Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs,  Grady 
Hedgespeth,  regarding  the  screening  teams  for  applicants  for 
Worker's  Compensation  positions  and  noted  they  had  gone  over  35 
applications  in  a  45  minute  time  frame.  He  advised  of  hearing  a 
complaint  regarding  one  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Judges  and  he 
reported  he  would  have  a  discussion  with  that  person. 

Attended  a  press  conference  set  up  by  Mayor  Flynn  regarding 
the  Reagan  Tax  Package  and  that  he  conducted  the  press  conference 
as  it  was  on  legislation  that  was  filed  by  the  National  AFL-CIO 
relative  to  earned  tax  credits  being  allowed  for  people  earning 
$18,000  or  less  to  be  in  the  amount  of  $800.00. 

Participated  in  a  video  recording  and  interview  for  United  Way. 

Participated  in  a  WEEI  radio  debate  relative  to  the  Eastern 
Airlines  Strike  with  Management  Lawyer  Jim  Paulsen  and  noted  this 
program  was  aired  several  times  during  prime  time. 

Attended  Massachusetts  Building  Trades  Convention.  President 
Osborn  reported  being  warmly  received,  lots  of  activity  during 
Convention,  Governor  was  in  attendance.  The  President  reported 
he  was  the  recipient  of  a  plaque  presented  to  him  by  the  Mass. 
Building  Trades  at  the  Convention  for  his  efforts  on  the  Vote  No 
on  Question  2  campaign.  He  noted  that  he  accepted  the  plaque  on 
behalf  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  Council  Members  and  that  it  was 
their  plaque.  He  noted  that  the  Building  Trades  are  now  going  in 
new  directions  and  that  he  encourages  their  new  efforts  and 
further  requested  the  Building  Trades  to  continue  their  solid 
support  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO. 

Went  to  press  conference/dedication  on  affordable  housing 
units  in  Taunton. 

Participated  in  a  program  sponsored  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and 
the  Jewish  Labor  Committee  on  Stress  in  the  Workplace. 
Represented  and  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Council  at  this  Conference 
held  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  two  recent  rallies  on  behalf 
of  the  Eastern  strikers;  one  was  put  together  on  short  notice  at 
the  Eastern  Airlines  ticket  agency,  Goverment  Center  and  the 
other  at  the  Boston  Teachers  Hall.  He  advised  the  situation  is  a 
very  tough  fight  and  that  it  was  a  national  struggle  and  that  the 
lines  were  clearly  drawn.  He  advised  the  Goverment  Center  rally 
had  good  participation,  great  spirit  and  press  coverage;  on  the 
rally  at  the  BTU  he  reported  it  was  very  impressive,  and  a  cross 
section  of  unions  participated.  He  noted  the  pilots 
participation  in  the  strike  is  critical  and  at  the  rally  they 


were  quite  impressed  with  the  labor  solidarity.  He  noted  he 
would  refer  further  discussion  to  V.P.  Burke,  from  the 
Machinists,  who  could  update  the  Council  Meeting  as  to  the  latest 
developments  in  the  Eastern  situation. 

V.P.  Dart  inquired  as  to  whether  members  of  the  Worker's 
Compensation  Advisory  Board  entertain  recommendations  for  changes 
in  the  current  laws. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  there  were  5  labor  voting 
representatives  and  5  management  voting  representives  on  the 
Advisory  Council  and  others  served  ex-officio  and  were  non-voting 
and  that  they  could  recommend  improvements  or  legislative  changes 
and  that  changes  do  run  through  the  Advisory  Council. 

V.P.  Dart  discussed  the  problems  with  the  new  law  prior  to  the 
change  on  the  question  of  a  cap  on  what  a  contractor  pays  into 
payroll  and  advised  that  some  kind  of  structure  or  rate  change  or 
cap  or  amount  be  proposed  because  presently  union  contractors  are 
paying  a  disproportionate  amount. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  the  Council  that  this  was 
already  put  in  under  the  new  reform  and  that  the  Insurance 
Commission  should  set  the  rates  and  that  the  argument  is  not  with 
a  change  in  legislation  but  its  with  the  Insurance  Commission's 
implementation  and  that  pressure  should  be  put  on  the  Insurance 
Commission  to  correct  it.  . 

V.P.  Dart  questioned  whether  there  is  a  cap  under  the  present 
law. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  during  reform  it  was  included  when 
the  total  package  went  through. 

President  Osborn  suggested  to  V.P.  Dart  that  a  motion  should  go 
through  the  Mass.  Building  Trades  Council  then  to  bring  it  back 
to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Council  and  discussion  could  take  place  on 
how  to  put  something  together  through  the  Insurance  Commission, 
he  advised  this  would  be  the  best  and  proper  route. 

V.P.  Kerr  informed  the  Executive  Council  that  he  had  participated 
in  the  Eastern  Rally  at  the  BTU  as  well  as  participated  in  the 
Vote  No  on  Question  #2  campaign  and  noted  that  not  one  individual 
alone  makes  things  click  and  be  successful,  however  President 
Osborn  did  an  exceptional  job  and  spoke  on  the  performance  of 
Organized  Labor  at  the  rally  and  reported  he  was  proud  to  be  a 
Vice  President  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  complimented  President 
Osborn  for  doing  a  great  job.  At  this  time  the  Council  Members 
gave  the  President  a  round  of  applause. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  thanked  the  Council  members  for  their  attendance 
at  this  meeting  and  suggested  the  meetings  begin  promptly  at 
10:00  A.M.  and  suggested  to  those  present  to  urge  the  attendance 


of  those  not  present. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  reported  on  the  recommendations  of 
the  Executive  Officers  as  presented  in  their  report. 

President  Osborn  updated  the  Council  on  the  recent  situation  on 
the  ISP  program  which  was  targeted  for  changes  in  the  legislature 
and  that  in  the  past  it  was  even  targeted  for  extinction  and  that 
Representative  Lemanski  wanted  to  put  the  ISP  program  under  the 
Department  of  Employment  and  Training  this  year.  The  President 
advised  that  the  Council  wanted  a  person  that  would  report  to  the 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO,  work  for  the  Council,  the 
Central  Labor  Councils  and  with  the  Dislocated  Workers  Program 
Director,  Giro  Cardinal.  We  have  applied  for  a  grant  and  it  was 
approved;  Legislative  Director  Foley  did  a  good  job  at  the 
Legislature  and  the  ISP  was  saved  again,  with  no  changes  and  we 
also  came  out  with  a  grant.  President  Osborn  reported  that  due 
to  the  receipt  of  the  grant  and  the  need  of  the  Program,  his 
Assistant,  John  Laughlin,  would  be  moving  into  this  new  position 
and  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Council,  free  up  more  funds, 
and  that  John  would  not  be  moving  out  of  his  office.  He  noted 
the  Executive  Officers  as  part  of  their  report  voted  to  recommend 
to  appoint  John  Laughlin  to  the  position  of  Coordinator  of 
Employment  and  Training.  President  Osborn  also  reported  that  at 
the  January  Council  meeting  discussion  took  place  regarding  Staff 
Representative  Rich  Rogers  being  raised  to  the  same  amount  of 
salary  as  the  Assistant  to  the  President  position  and  if  money 
could  be  found  to  further  increase  Rich  Rogers  position  it  would 
be  done.  At  this  time,  Pres.  Osborn  recommended  Rich  Rogers 
salary  be  increased  from  $30,000  to  $35,000. 

MMS  to  appoint  John  Laughlin  to  the  newly  created  position  and  to 
increase  the  salary  of  Rich  Rogers.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  other  recommendations  of  the  Executive 
Officers.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  advised  that  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  was  on  union 
business  in  the  State  of  Oregon  representing  the  Council  at  a 
HRDI  Education  conference  and  that  Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  would  present 
the  monthly  financial  report  in  his  absence.  The  President  also 
made  note  that  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  has  been  suffering  from  a  bad 
back  which  has  been  ongoing  for  several  weeks  but  is  in  work 
every  day  despite  his  ongoing  discomfort  and  back  problem. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  referred  to  the  Council  communications  that  were 
presented  to  the  Council  members. 

MMS  to  refer  the  monthly  communications  to  the  Exec.  Officers. 
So  voted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  answered  questions  from  the  Vice  Presidents  on 
the  financial  report  as  printed  and  presented. 


MMS  to  accept  the  Financial  Report.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  commented  on  a  letter  from  Sec.-Treas.  Richard 
Walsh  of  the  Illinois  State  Federation  commenting  of  V.P.  Mills 
participation  in  a  workshop  held  in  Chicago.  He  noted  that 
Brother  Walsh  was  both  impressed  and  thankful  for  her 
participation  and  that  she  was  tremendous  and  thanked  President 
Osborn  for  his  recommending  her  to  participate. 

EDUCATION  REPORT ; 

President  Osborn  gave  the  Education  Report  in  the  absence  of  the 

Education  Director  Haynes. 

He  reported  on  the  FIPSE  grant  being  sent  in  and  of  the 
possibility  of  hiring  someone  full  time  and  that  with  the  field 
of  education  being  so  enormous  the  Council  could  not  have  a  full 
time  officer  handling  it  along  with  the  other  financial 
responsibilities  and  affiliation  responsibilities  of  the  Council. 

On  Gompers-Meany-Murray  Educational  Institute,  the  President 
advised  that  IBEW  International  President  John  Barry  has  been 
selected  to  receive  the  award  along  with  Laura  Spencer  from 
AFSCME  and  Lou  Mandarini  from  the  Laborers  receiving  the  Merit 
awards.  He  suggested  the  title  of  the  merit  awards  should  be 
changed. 

V.P.  Ferris  informed  the  council  that  there  might  .be  a  time 
schedule  problem  with  Pres.  Barry  attending  the  Institute  as 
industry-wide  negotiations  are  scheduled  for  that  time  frame.   He 
noted  that  due  to  these  negotiations,  he  (V.P.  Ferris)  could  not 
attend  but  would  be  sending  representatives. - 

MMS  that  if  Pres.  Barry  is  unable  to  attend  the  Executive 
Officers  would  recommend  a  new  awardee.    So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  requested  the  Vice  Presidents  to  respond  as  to  their 
participation  and  attendance  at  the  Institute  as  it  will  be  a 
great  seminar  and  it  is  beginning  to  get  booked  by  delegates. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  announced  that  Marie  Grande, 
Secretary/Receptionist  at  the  Council  office  would  be  leaving  the 
employ  of  the  Council  to  become  Secretary  of  AFL-CIO  Region  VIII 
Director,  Frank  Myers.  He  noted  it  was  a  good  career  opportunity 
for  Marie  and  advised  she  was  a  good  worker  and  a  good  friend. 

MMS  to  express  thanks  and  gratitude  and  good  luck  to  Marie 
Grande.  So  voted. 

President  Osborn  reminded  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Homeless 
Spring  Celebration  to  be  held  the  day  before  Easter,  Saturday, 
March  25  at  the  Park  Plaza  Castle.  Last  time  it  was  held  over 
400  people  were  served  dinners.  He  advised  meeting  with 
representatives  for  various  Boston  Shelters  to  prepare  this 


event.  He  requested  participation  and  volunteers  from  the  Vice 
Presidents.  He  noted  we  have  set  high  goals  financially  for  this 
event  and  Tom  Mclntyre  is  the  Chairman  and  that  we  were  not  at 
our  goal  as  yet  and  that  the  Vice  Presidents  will  be  contacted 
again  for  their  support. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Burke  gave  an  update  on  the  Eastern  Airlines 
Strike  and  of  the  outpouring  of  support  and  solidarity  shown  at 
the  rally  at  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  and  that  in  thirty-five 
years  he  had  never  seen  such  a  response  and  thanked  everyone  for 
their  participation  and  support.  He  gave  a  rundown  of  problems 
the  machinists  were  experiencing  to  date  such  as  being  tied  up  in 
court  and  of  meeting  with  the  police  and  with  Massport  and  spoke 
about  the  many  different  injunctions  that  have  been  filed.  He 
reported  being  involved  in  many  strikes  over  the  years  and 
explained  how  this  one  is  different  in  that  the  pickets  were 
being  placed  on  the  knolls  not  in  front  of  the  Eastern  Airlines 
entrances  and  at  fuel  pits  which  puts  them  out  at  least  3  00  yards 
from  the  front  of  Eastern  and  that  they  were  not  being  allowed  to 
picket  in  front  of  doors  or  on  the  sidewalks  and  that  these  were 
the  rules  by  the  state  police  and  the  Port  Authority  and  that 
only  5  pickets  at  a  time  were  allowed  to  picket. 

Discussion  then  took  place  about  the  guestions  of  a  secondary 
boycott,  pending  injunctions,  new  decision  should  be  coming  out 
of  Court  on  Friday,  unions  volunteering  to  picket,  outpouring  of 
labor  support,  Port  Authority  stopping  numbers  and  type  of 
picketing,  volunteers  coming  over  to  the  Machinists  Hall,  press 
coverage,  Eastern  Airlines  not  paying  its  strikers  for  the  last 
week  of  work  they  performed  prior  to  the  strike  and  of  many 
people  coming  to  the  union  hall  offering  their  assistance. 

V.P.  Burke  spoke  on  the  strike  fund  for  the  Airline  Pilots  and 
the  Machinists  Unions  and  that  the  Airline  Flight  Attendants  not 
having  one. 

President  Osborn  asked  V.P.  Burke  what  the  Council  could  be  doing 
to  assist  the  strike  fund  or  help  out  in  any  other  way.  He 
advised  receiving  a  call  from  the  Musicians  Union  wanting  to  do  a 
benefit/ fundraiser .  He  reported  on  the  National  AFL-CIO's 
setting  up  a  strike  fund.  He  further  requested  that  a  meeting  be 
set  up  for  next  week  to  discuss  with  the  Exec.  Officers  and  V.P. 
Burke  the  manner  in  which  to  raise  funds. 

It  was  suggested  by  V.P.  Joyce  that  a  meeting  be  set  up  with  the 
Governor  regarding  the  behaviour  of  the  State  Police  and 
MassPort. 

V.P.  Burke  advised  of  previous  meetings  that  were  held  with  the 
Governor,  Secretary  of  Labor  Eustace  and  Sec.  of  Transportation 
Salvucci  and  still  nothing  is  happening.  He  noted  that  he  has 
never  faced  these  kinds  of  problems  before.  Time  just  keeps 
moving  on  without  the  problems  of  terminal  A  &  B  being  resolved. 

President  Osborn  recommended,  if  it  was  approved  by  V.P.  Burke  to 


request  a  meeting  of  the  Mass.  AF1-CI0  Executive  Officers,  a 
representative  from  the  Boston  CLC  and  representatives  of  the 
striking  unions  to  meet  with  the  Governor  regarding  this 
unfairness. 

V.P.  Burke  gave  his  approval  for  such  a  request. 

It  was  suggested  to  have  Exec.  Director  of  MassPort,  Dave  Davis, 
in  attendance  along  with  Secretary  of  Transportation,  Salvucci, 
Secretary  of  Public  Safety,  Barry,  Secretary  of  Labor,  Eustace,  and 
Charles  Raso  of  MassPort,  also  in  attendance  at  such  a  meeting. 

V.P.  Mills  inquired  as  to  what  was  going  on  in  the  rest  of  the 
Country  regarding  the  Eastern  Strike. 

V.P.   Burke  advised  that  in  Miami,   St.   Louis,   and  Kansas  City, 
Eastern  is  closed  and  not  operating.   He  noted  the  strike  is  on 
the  Northeast  Corridor  and  that  in  the  Northeast  pickets  are 
doing  picket  duty  24  hours  a  day.   The  major  flight  activity  is 
here  and  in  New  York. 

V.P.  Mills  inquired  as  to  the  support  of  unions  in  other  parts  of 
the  Country  towards  the  striking  unions. 

V.P.  Burke  advised  he  had  no  further  information  to  report  on 
that  at  this  time. 

V.P.  Ferris  advised  that  in  D.C.  the  pickets  were  heavy  and  right 
inside  the  terminals. 

President  Osborn  suggested  V.P.  Burke  compile  a  report  on  other 
areas  throughout  the  Country  regarding  numbers  of  picketers, 
locations  of  pickets  and  areas  being  picketed. 

V.P.  Simmons  advised  that  he  had  just  come  in  from  San  Jaun, 
Puerto  Rico  and  that  he  observed  50  pickets  at  the  front  doors  of 
Eastern  there. 

V.P.  Romano  reported  that  in  Atlanta  and  Miami  Eastern  was  shut 
down  and  that  these  are  right  to  work  states.  He  further  stated 
he  felt  this  State  is  anti-union  and  that  the  Council  has  not 
been  doing  the  right  things  politically.  He  suggested  a  meeting 
with  the  Governor  would  not  accomplish  anything.  He  further  noted 
that  all  the  Executive  Officers  would  come  out  with  from  a 
meeting  with  the  Governor  would  be  a  rain  hat  and  a  balloon. 

MMS  for  President  Osborn  to  set  up  a  meeting  with  the  Executive 
Officers,  Joseph  Joyce,  Representing  the  Boston  CLC  with  the 
Governor,  Sec.  of  Labor  Eustace,  Sec.  of  Transportation  Salvucci, 
Secretary  of  Public  Safety  Barry,  Exec.  Dir.  Davis  of  Massport 
and  Charles  Raso  of  Massport.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT ; 
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Legislative  Director  Foley  passed  out  a  written  legislative 
update  to  the  Council  Members. 

Director  Foley  reported  on  the  hearings  in  the  House  on  the  State 
Budget;  that  the  state  is  broke  at  the  present  time,  but  the 
condition  the  State  is  presently  in  goes  back  to  the  last  three 
state  budgets  and  that  the  next  budget  coming  out  supposedly  is 
lean  and  trim  but  200  million  out  of  balance.  He  advised  the 
talk  of  agency  heads  was  not  much  of  complaint,  they  feel  there 
will  be  only  minor  hits  and  that  dollar  wise  if  they  can  keep  the 
money  they  will  have  more  this  year  than  last  year.  He  reported 
human  services  and  health  care  have  been  cut  mostly  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  numbers  of  people  being  served  is  always 
increasing.  He  noted  that  at  this  time  there  was  no  money  put 
aside  to  cover  collective  bargaining.  Director  Foley  reported 
that  the  calls  coming  in  to  the  varous  Legislators  are  running  4 
to  1  against  taxes  and  advised  we  are  the  ones  telling  people  to 
increase  the  budget  but  our  members  are  calling  for  no  taxes.  He 
advised  it  was  his  opinion  that  when  the  budget  gets  to  the 
Senate  it  will  be  there  for  several  months  and  that  at  this  time 
no  one  really  has  a  handle  on  what  will  happen;  the  budget  is  up 
then  its  down.  He  reported  that  the  Senate  cannot  propose  new 
taxes  it  must  come  first  from  the  House.  He  advised  on  the 
problems  of  level  funding,  collective  bargaining  and  human 
services  cuts.  Director  Foley  further  reported  that  this  year 
the  Senate,  to  date,  has  held  only  one  formal  session;  the  House 
has  held  seven  formal  sessions,  1  to  swear  in  new  Legislators  and 
6  to  deal  with  the  budget;  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Labor 
has  had  no  executive  meetings  to  date  and  the  Committee  on 
Taxation  has  held  no  executive  meetings  to  date.  He  felt  this 
would  continue  to  go  on  for  the  next  few  weeks  but  could  be 
wrapped  up  by  July  and  the  Legislators  might  not  be  coming  back. 

Director  Foley  informed  the  Council  meeting  of  the  bitterness 
being  expressed  by  the  Legislators  over  the  pay  cuts;  at  the 
present  time  everything  is  up  for  grabs  and  we  have  to  watch  and 
see  the  situation  play  itself  out. 

He  further  reported  that  he,  as  Legislative  Director,  has  been 
reporting  the  seriousness  and  danger  of  the  budget  situation  for 
the  last  three  years. 

President  Osborn  commented  the  Legislators  are  going  after  each 
other  during  the  hearing  in  the  House  and  you  could  sense  it  on 
the  televised  debates  on  the  budget. 

Director  Foley  reported  on  the  attempt  to  move  the  Industrial 
Services  Program  (ISP)  under  the  Dept.  of  Employment  and  Training 
and  of  the  Council's  success  in  preventing  this  happening  and 
also  on  the  grant  that  is  coming  out  of  DET  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO. 

He  further  commented  on  the  problems  the  Hospitals  are  having 
receiving  state  monies  owed  to  them  and  that  there  were  even 
amendments  being  filed  that  would  lift  the  rate  setting.  On  the 
pending  situation  on  providing  Health  Care  for  all,  he  advised 


that  there  are  no  plans  to  implement   it. 

The  Director  advised  that  the  hearings  are  starting  very  late  and 
that  they  are  running  many  at  the  same  time  and  the  Council  is 
attempting  to  cover  them. 

On  drug  testing  legislation,  Director  Foley  reported  a  bill  would 
be  coming  out  of  committee  and  further  involvement  by  Labor  is 
suggested. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  meeting  that  Rep.  Travinski  was 
impressed  by  the  knowledge  and  expertise  of  our  Drug  Abuse 
Committee  on  this  subject. 

Discussion  then  took  place  regarding  the  state  budget, 
possibilities  of  additional  revenue,  present  and  past  budget 
shortfalls,  ideas  on  where  revenue  could  be  obtained,  Labor's 
commitment  to  support  and  help  the  poor,  needy  and  those 
reguiring  programs;  and  the  need  for  funding. 

Director  Foley  stated  the  contact  of  the  Legislators  either  by 
phone  or  by  letter  are  overwhelming  against  no  new  taxes. 

V.P.  Dart  inquired  if  there  were  new  taxes,  would  they  take  care 
of  the  budget  shortfall  and  past  debts.  He  reported  hearing 
talks  of  slashes  in  many  programs. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  informed  the  Council  he  had  recently  read  a 
comment  by  Senator  McGovern  not  actually  saying  there  would  be  no 
new  taxes.  He  further  inquired  of  the  Legislative  Director  the 
possibility  of  changes  in  capital  gains. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  this  area  was  a  possibility.  He  also 
noted  the  Lottery  was  tapped  out.  He  further  commented  that 
everyone  feels  they  have  been  fooled  in  the  past. 

V.P.  Joyce  stated  we  have  a  position  to  support  legislation  that 
would  help  the  poor,  needy,  etc  and  that  it  doesn't  get  done 
without  the  proper  funding,  instead  of  taxes  its  creating  a 
deficit.  He  suggested  educating  our  members  who  are  calling  the 
Legislators  and  that  the  Legislators  are  responding  to  these 
calls  and  communications. 

V.P.  Mills  advised  that  as  part  of  our  role  as  labor  leaders  the 
House  and  Senate  leadership  should  be  listening  to  us  and  noted 
that  most  members  are  also  against  dues  increases. 

V.P.  Cardinal  urged  the  Council  to  be  careful  prior  to  going  out 
to  increase  taxes  and  commented  that  for  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  to 
advocate  tax  increases,  it  would  have  an  adverse  effect. 

V.P.  Donegan  advised  the  Council  members  that  members  of  his 
organization  have  been  urged  to  telephone  or  to  write  to  their 
legislators  regarding  the  budget  and  that  this  was  in  fact  being 
done.    He  noted  that  many  times  when  this  is  done  many  people 
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suggest  supporting  one  cause  and  forget  about  the  importance  of 
other  peoples  causes.  He  also  noted  that  legislators  want  to  know 
where  and  how  and  what  should  and  should  not  be  cut  or  increased. 
He  stated  that  any  contact  with  the  legislators  should  not  be  of 
a  negative  nature. 


MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  former  Vice  President  Thomas  Scanlan,  addressed  the 
Council  Meeting. 

Brother  Scanlan  gave  an  explanation  of  the  Union  Label  Council 
functions  and  promotions  such  as  attending  union  meetings, 
preparing  information  for  stewards,  participating  in  union 
rallies,  parades,  conferences,  conventions,  student  education 
programs  and  of  providing  information  to  unions  on  American  made 
products.  He  further  noted  that  the  Union  Label  Council  answers 
inquiries  from  local  unions,  councils  and  union  members  on  an 
ongoing  basis. 

He  reported  on  a  letter  sent  out  to  the  Vice  Presidents  about 
joining  the  Union  Label  program  and  urged  their  support  and 
participation.  He  noted  the  annual  dues  were  $60.00  per  year  and 
passed  out  applications  to  join.  He  requested  the  support  and 
assistance  of  the  Council  members  in  requesting  any  items  that 
union  label  could  use  to  give  out  at  various  union  functions, 
conventions,  etc. 

Brother  Scanlan  thanked  President  Osborn  for  allowing  him  to 
address  the  Council  members  and  thanked  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  support,  both  in  the  past,  and  for 
any  assistance  they  could  provide  in  the  future. 

At  this  time,  Frank  Lyons,  from  U.-Mass.,  addressed  the  Council 
meeting  relative  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO/U-Mass.  First  Annual  Summer 
School  to  be  held  in  August  at  the  Briarwood  Conference  Center, 
Bourne,  Cape  Cod.  He  passed  out  information  and  application  form 
for  the  School.   He  urged  participation  and  early  registration. 

V.P.  Ferris  inquired  about  the  Workers  Observance  Day  being 
planned  by  the  National  AFL-CIO. 

President  Osborn  suggested  he  speak  with  Region  VIII,  Director 
Frank  Myers  as  the  closest  area  participating  would  be  in 
Connecticut. 

Reg. Director  Myers  informed  V.P.  Ferris  to  contact  the 
Connecticut  State  Fed.  President,  John  Olson. 

President  Osborn  reported  receiving  a  request  for  support  from 
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the  Pittsfield  Firefighters  Union  in  their  dispute  with  the  City 
of  Pittsfield  and  that  they  have  been  without  a  contract  for  some 
time  and  have  been  in  negotiations  for  some  time. 

MMS  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  Pittsfield  Firefighters  in 
their  present  situation  with  the  City  of  Springfield.   SO  voted.

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 


The  "days  of  wine  and  roses"  are  over.  As  every  one  is  now  aware, 
the  state  budget  for  this  year,  as  of  now,  is  out  of  balance  by 
more  than  $250  million.  The  House  of  Representatives  is  currently 
debating  next  year's  budget.  In  my  estimation,  that  too  is  out  of 
balance.  Although  it  is  "lean  and  mean",  it  is  based  on  projected 
revenue  increases  of  7.4%  which  many  consider  too  high. 

The  House  has  sent  the  budget  over  to  the  Senate.  The  members  of 
the  Senate  will  look  it  over  and  most  probably  send  their  own 
version  of  the  budget  back  to  the  House.  What  that  version  looks 
like  is  anyone's  guess.  It  could  be  contain  more  drastic  cuts  but 
include  money  for  implementation  of  universal  health  care  or  it 
could  include  substantial  increases  in  funding  tied  to  a  tax 
package.  The  only  thing  that  seems  certain  is  that  we  will  need 
new  tax  revenues  just  to  cover  this  year's  and  next  year's  defi- 
cit. So  a  "no  new  tax"  pledge  is  just  not  viable.  We  must  get 
into  the  tax  debate  and  make  certain  that  whatever  new  taxes  are 
proposed  do  not  have  an  adverse  effect  on  our  members  -  who  al- 
ways, in  the  end,  pay  the  bill. 

We  worked  on  an  amendment  that  would  restore  $5  million  to  the 
ISP  under  the  Secretary  of  Labor.  As  was  the  case  last  year,  this 
money  was  placed  in  DES.  As  we  were  again  successful  in  getting 
the  money  restored  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor. 

The  Committee  on  Commerce  and  Labor  has  held  several  hearings  on 
our  bills  so  far.  It  has  been  a  slow  year  but  we  are  hopeful  that 
by  the  end  of  April  some  of  our  legislation  will  start  to  move.  I 
anticipate  that  our  minimum  wage,  takeover  protection  and  child 
labor  law  bills  will  get  off  to  a  fast  start.  But  this  year  the 
budget  and  taxes  will  be  the  big  issues.  If  we  solve  them  then 
legislation  will  move,  if  we  don't  solve  them  then  nothing  goes.
